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SECOND INAUGURAL ADDRESS

To THE Honorable the City Council : 

Gentlemen : Seventy-six years ago the Town of 
Providence was incorporated as a City. We, ae mem- 
bers of the City Council, are assembled this sixth day 
of January, A. D. 1908, to inaugurate and organize the 
City Government for the ensuing year. There are ten 
wards in the City, each represented by four Common 
Councilman and one Alderman, nominated and elected 
by that class of electors who are assessed for and pay 
a tax on real or personal property. The non-taxpaying 
voters are qualified by annual registration before the 
firet day of July, and form a large majority of the 
electorate, but in municipal elections are restricted in 
voting privilege to the election of general officers, viz. : 
Mayor, City Treasurer, Overseer of the Poor, Harbor 
Master and School Committee. 
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2 C 1 T Y M A N U A L . 

The Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Council, in 
their joint capacity are styled the City Council, to 
whicli 18 entrusted the welfare of the City and the 
administration of its affairs, in the interest of its entire 
population, 208,000. 

The taxes assessed upon real and personal property 
in 1907 was $3,806,282.04 (rate $16.50 per $1,000) ; 
the receipts from all sources for the fiscal year ending 
Sept. 30, 1907, were $G,981,98;}.44. 

The appropriations for all departments including 
Police, Fire, Schools, Public Works, Parks, and City 
Government in general, for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1908, are $4,803,648.94. 

The municipal corporation purse, supplied by tax- 
payers as stockholders, is entrusted to the Council as 
directors, to disburse the same carefully, economically, 
and impartially, using due vigilance in securing an 
equivalent for every dollar, in the interest of all the 
people, for which service you are compensated by the 
honor of the public trust reposed in you, and the 
annual salary attached to your office.* 

The City Council is composed of taxpayers, repre- 
senting a great variety of vocations. A large majority 
of members have served several years and are re- 
elected, thereby ensuring systematic procedure. 

■ Aldermen, SCOtt; Common Councilmen, (309. 
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The unfinished busincBB continued from the preced- 
ing year includes many important matters which will 
be referred to the several committees, including the 
East Side Tunnel, the acquisition of land for wharf 
facilities on the West Side of Providence River harbor, 
extension of Waterman street westerly to Post Office 
Square, which siiid measures (and many others) re- 
quire immedfate consideration. 

As a general proposition, of the fifty members com- 
prising the City Council, but few undertake to qualify 
themselves for the duties of office by study of the Con- 
stitution of the State, the City Cliarter, City Ordi- 
nances, rules of council procedure, or the duties of the 
several committees, and functions of departments and 
commissions, by and through which the business of the 
City is carried on. Consequently the initiative is left 
to a few of the well informed who lead and usually 
control. 



The affairs of the public are everybody's I 
but we being elected to attend to them and paid sal- 
aries from the public treasury, are in duty bound to 
qualify as best we can, and therefore I respectfully 
recommend the course of study above mentioned. 

Providence of yesterday and Providence of to-day has 
not kept pace with the requirements of our increasing 
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trade and population. Providence of the very near 
fiitiire is already knocking at the doors of the Council 
chamber asking for attention. 

We are daily making history that will be appre- 
ciated by future generations in proportion to the good 
we accomplish, regardless of party affiliations. Poster- 
ity will not judge us as party men, nor by what we 
say, but by what we do. The memory of Thomas A. 
Doyle and other illustrious public servants is cherished 
by reason of their work. No one inquires about their 
party affiliations. 

I earnestly desire to co-operate with you, and 
most re"pectfully ask your advice and assistance, 
especially as to matters where differences of opinion 
might otherwise justify the exercise of the veto 
power. 

I herein set forth extracts from reports of some of 
the departments, and refer you to the reports recently 
submitted by all other departments for information too 
voluminous to include here. 

I most respectfully request the City Council, its 
several committees, all commissions, and heads of 
departments, to consider the recommendations herein 
made as a direct and immediate assignment to them of 
all such matters as are within the scope of their several 
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duties, without further procedure, other than the usual 
resolution of reference, in order for passage at this 
meeting. 

FINANCES. 

The condition of the finances of our city continues 
satisfactory. The recent stringency in the money 
market has enabled the Commissioners of Sinking 
Funds to secure by purchase, at par and accrued 
interest, more than one-half of the issue of school 
bonds due July 1, 1911. The sinking fund for this 
issue of bonds amoimted to a sum more than sufficient 
to pay the entire issue, and all bonds of the same 
secured to Dec. 1, 1907, have been cancelled and 
retired, resulting in a material saving of interest. 
The last fiscal year closed with no department or 
appropriation in arrears — practically no unsettled bills 
— with unexpended balances amounting to $29,895.91, 
which sum was credited to the Commissioners of 
Sinking Funds as required by the City ordinances. 
The appropriations for the current fiscal year are 
believed to be sufficient, with the exercise of proper 
economy and care in expenditures, to meet the neces- 
sary demands. 

The extraordinary expenditures, for which money 
is borrowed under special authority of the General 
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Assembly, continue large. During the year 1906- 
190.7, ¥642,296.06 was hired for the following objects, 
viz. :

The sinking funds have increased 573,833 91 

The net debt has increased 19,841 89 

Eliminating the water debt, which represents a 
municipal industry with an income sufficient to meet 
the cost of management and interest on its bonds, and 
to transfer annually a surplus to its s'inking funda, it 
appears that the City has increased its debt for all 
other purposes and objects than water, during the 
year 1906-1907, $610,675.80. It has reduced the 
same clasS of debts, by an increase of sinking funds 
therefor, $488,506.68. Showing an actual increase of 
indebtedness, other than water, of $122,169.12. 

BANK DEPOSITS OF CITY FUNDS. 

Prior to the year 1894 all city funds were deposited 
in not more than three local banks; since that time 
they have been distributed equally among six local 
banks. The depositories during the past year were: 

The Rhode Island Hospital Trust Co. ; 

The Industrial Trust Co. ; 
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The Union Trust Co. ; 

The Merchanta National Bank ; 

The Providence National Bank; and the 

National Bank of Commerce. 

There are several other local banks of good standing 
which deal principally with local business men and 
corporations. 

The city treasury is supplied by cash paid in for 
taxes. I submit that it might be of advantage to the 
business concerns depending wholly upon local banks 
for discount and accommodation, to have the City funds 
distributed among a larger number of reliable local 
banks. The recent financial embarrassment occurred 
at the time taxes were payable. Money was drawn 
from all the banks to pay same, and was returned to 
only six banks. 

The City's business requires a weekly pay roll of 
about $25,000, and frequently for other purposes from 
forty to seventy thousand dollars. This matter is 
worthy of consideration at this time. In this connec- 
tion I suggest that the City Government advocate 
legislation for the appointment of a hank examiner, to 
examine all corporations and concerns (other than 
National Banks) doing banking business in this State, 
the examiner to be selected from a list submitted or 
approved by the banks. 
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THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 



The public schools contain all grades from the Kin- 
dergarten to the High School. There are twenty-eight 
kindergartens, three schools for backward children, 
seven for individual work, seventy-six primary schools, 
sixteen grammar and four high schools. The increase 
of pupils is steady, an annual average of six hundred 
and seventy-six a year for the past six years and a 
total increase of four thousand and fifty-eight in that 
period. 

In that time the teaching force has increased only 
forty-seven while the high school increase alone is over 
five hundred, showing not alone the need of new school 
buildings, but also an increased teaching force and an 
increased annual appropriation. 

No new buildings were added during the past year, 
but two are in process of erection and the Technical 
High School addition is nearly ready. There is press- 
ing need of new school buildings in several parts of 
the City, most notably in the Third Ward, where a 
large grammar school building should be erected as 
soon as possible, as the present school buildings are 
full to overflowing and four rooms are maintained in 
school halls or ward rooms. I recommend the adoption 
of the portable school house system now in use by the 
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City of Boston, as a temporary remedy for over- 
crowded sections.

PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT. 

The installation of natural water filtration is pro- 
ceeding at such a rate that at the end of another sea- 
son seven or eight completely covered sand filter beds 
will be in use, while the remaining two or three will be 
covered the following year, giving at that time ten 
covered filters capable of supplying over fifty per cent. 
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more filtered water than the present average consump- 
tion. 

The extension of the high pressure fire service to 
the manufacturing concerns along the Wooiiasqua- 
tucket River and the Olneyville district, has been com- 
pleted at considerable expense, and atlords so much 
greater fire protection than has heretofore been given 
that it should result in lower insurance rates in the 
districts affected. Additional protection against elec- 
trolysis has been provided for the water mains. Dur- 
ing the ensuing year the main trunk sewer in the 
Olneyville district is to be extended from a point north 
of the Atlantic Mills to the densely populated section 
of the Silver Lake district which needs modern sani- 
tary facilities. More durable pavement is recom- 
mended in the residential and business section where 
vehicular traffic is heaviest, thus effecting a saving to 
the city and contributing to the comfort of its people, 
but we must decide as to the need without the aid of 
promoters of patent pavements. 

WATEK MAINS. 

The breaking of a twenty-four inch water pipe on 
Washington Street, corner Mathewson, May 17, 1907 
(at night) disclosed the fact that a conduit owned by a 
public service corporation, was built upon said pipe 
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under a street car track, and the weight and jar caused 
the break, by reason of improper construction of the 
conduit. A large area of roadway was washed out and 
much damage done in the vicinity. How extensive 
such construction is in the City, especially in the busi- 
ness centre, should be ascertained without delay to 
prevent similar occurrences. The Public' Works and 
Law Departments investigated said break, and I assume 
that the responsibility will be fixed and parties suffer- 
ing damage, including the City, will be compensated. 
The construction supervision of underground conduits 
has been assigned to Council Committees unskilled in 
such work, and therefore the work is done, as in the 
above instance, without due regard for the City. 
Supervision of all such construction should be entrusted 
to competent engineers, who are not dependent on 
popular favor, nor on partisan or other' influences, for 
appointment or election. 

Some of our public service corporations have here- 
tofore exercised far reaching influence regarding City 
Council procedure. Their agents and servants are 
able experts, while the average Councilman, lacking 
special information is frequently obliged to take much 
for granted, especially in cases where motions for the 
passage of hasty legislation are made. 
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HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 



The City has fortunately been free from any serious 
outbreak of disease during the past year and this fact 
has tended to vindicate the more lenient policy of the 
Superintendent of Health, who has endeavored to 
make isolation in contagious diseases, particularly in 
diphtheria, lees of a burden. 

Plans for the City Hospital for Contagious Diseases 
have reached such an advanced stage that it is hoped 
to break ground in the Spring. The Superintendent 
of Health believes that the most imperative need at 
this time in connection with this hospital is a ward 
where advanced cases of consumption can be treated 
in the city. St. Joseph's Hospital and the State insti- 
tutions are doing excellent work, but there are many 
cases that cannot be provided for at either place. A 
preventive step, the first of its kind in the country, ie 
the proposed establishment of afresh air school, where 
children with tuberculous tendencies may improve 
their minds and bodies at the same time. 

PARKS AND PLAYGROUNDS. 

There are now under the care of the Park Commis- 
sioners nine tracts of land suitable for playgrounds and 
ready to be opened for the children's use whenever the 
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City Council makes suitable provision for their improve- 
ment and the erection of the proper athletic apparatus. 

Providence ranks twentieth in population among 
American cities, but is thirtieth in park area, has leas 
than half the average park space in twenty-four cities 
of more than 150,000 inhabitants, and expends only a 
third as much for park purposes. An additional an- 
nual appropriation could well be given the Park Com- 
mission for the improvement and proper care of the 
Park System in which it takes such great pride. 

The Commissioners find Police protection at the 
Parks totally inadequate, Roger Williams Park for 
illustration with its 430 acres, having but one officer 
to enforce the City ordinances and keep order. 

PUBLIC LIGHTING. 

An examination of the maps and records of public 
street lights of the City has been made for the purpose 
of finding how many arc lights are now in service on 
streets used mainly for residential purposes, and how 
many incandescent electric or Welsbach lights would 
be required to light the same districts if the arc lamps 
were removed, with the following results :

As some streets could be best lighted by Welsbach 
lights and some by incandescent electric lights, it may 
be assumed that an average of these differences per 
annum ($32,970.50) would approximately represent 
the saving in expense that might be obtained by remov- 
ing 828 arc hghts and substituting 2050 incandescent 
electric and Welsbach Hghts. 

Nearly all the arc lights were ordered several years 
ago, prior to the introduction of incandescent lights 
for streets. On many streets there are too many arc 
lights. A redistribution of some arc lights and sub- 
stitution of incandescent or Welsbach lights for arcs 
would furnish many other places, and effect a saving 
of a la:^e sum of money. 
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POLICE DEPARTMENT. 



This department is managed by a commission of 
three members, who 8er%'e for a term of three years, one 
member being elected annually by the Board of Alder- 
men. There are seven Police Stations, with an active 
force of 318 officers and patrolmen. 

The total cost of maintenance, including repairs on 
buildings for the fiscal year ending Sept. 30, 1907, 
was $408,684.00. 

The necessity for an increase of the force is appar- 
ent and will no doubt be provided as soon as arrange- 
ments can be made therefor. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

This department is managed by a commission of 
three members, elected by the City Council. 

Three hundred and twenty-five men are employed 
by the City and nine by the Protective Department.

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HAIIBOR FACILITIES. 



In my message last year I called attention to the 
pressing need of better wharf facilities and recom- 
mended that the city purchase and improve the avail- 
able wharf property on the west side of Providence 
River, north of Field's Point. Events of the past 
year have confirmed ray opinion of the advantages of 
this policy, and 1 most respectfully ■ renew the same 
recommendation at this time. 

With practically all the steam and trolley roads 
centering in Providence controlled by one corporation 
— the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad — 
and about all the regular steamers entering this port 
under the 'same far-sighted management, the wharf 
property from Providence River to the Seekonk at 
India Point has passed under the same control and 
with it has gone the City's last chance to acquire dock 
facilities in that section. But on the west-side of the 
Providence River there are two parcels of tide flowed 
land fronting about 2,000 feet on the harbor line which 
may yet be procured at reasonable cost. A resolution 
on the subject was recently referred to the Joint 
Standing Committee on Finance. A report is expected 
soon. 

His Honor Mayor Baker saw with almost prophetic 
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vision the conditions which would eventually confront 
this City when he advocated in his inaugural message 
January, 1899, '• the importance of our harbor and 
the possibilities it presents for the development of our 
City. ... I am aware," he said, "that this subject has been 
frequently called to the attention of the City Council 
by various messages, but it has received little or no 
attention! , , . Our City possesses unusual natural 
advantages as a port of entry and distribution, and 
only tfur short-sighted policy has allowed its commerce 
to drift away. Our wharves are the gateway to our 
highways on land and sea, and with them blocked or 
in control of any corporation other than the city, 
■ Providence might as well be located in the Berkshire 
Hills as upon the shores of Narragansett Bay, I urge 
upon you, gentlemen, a thorough investigation of this 
aubject. I believe that our City should obtain abso- 
lute control of our water front, and should start at 
once upon a system of building docks, and that a bill 
should be introduced into the General Assembly, giv- 
ing to the City this power."* 

The next year Mayor Baker renewed his recommend- 
ations and stated that after "one public hearing" at 
which "the main arguments against the City acquiring 

B, psBEed May 26, 1899, the City was aalhorized 
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the land and building modern piers were presented by 
one or two citizens, who were personally interested in 
docks of their own, and by their attorneys," the 
Committee on Harbor unanimously concluded '* that 
the city should not Uelay beginning this work."* 

" Providence is at the present time, so far as its har- 
bor front is concerned, embraced by the two arms of a 
single corporation, whose interest in the City's welfare 
has been shown by past expeiience to be not in the 
least overwhelming. Should it happen in the future 
that other corporations desire to make Providence a 
terminus to direct connections with other parts of the 
country, this City should be in a position to render 
material aid and encouragement to such an enterprise, 
and should not be obliged to leave its promoters to the 
mercies of private land owners, whose ideas of value 
frequently increase in proportion to the possibility of 
squeezing the prospective purchaser. Moreover this 
City has already disposed of many of its public rights 
without a proper compensation, and it ought to secure 
to itself and hold whatever possibilities there may be 
remaining for promoting its own welfare. As a matter 
of investment, I believe that this city should acquire 
whatever of the water front it can at once and build 

•See report presented in Common Council Januai; 16, ISOB, dow in files of saM 
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piers thereon as ia^t as tenants can be secured ; but 
we shall never get a tenant until we have proper facil- 
itiea to rent." 

Continuing he said : " It is true that this same 
Bubject has been suggested before by other Mayoi-s, 
and that is one of the stock arguments against it, but 
it seems to me a weak one." He declared that the 
revered Mayor Thomas A. Doyle had this matter 
greatly at heart in his day, ;md that "it is absolutely 
necessary that we should do something in this line ; not 
only that we may be prepared for wliat may come 
hereafter, but in order that we may hold the shipping 
which we now have." 

Gentlemen : These are the words of an honored 
Mayor of Providence, who saw, felt and expressed the 
City's needs. It is for you now to take advantage of 
the opportunity presented for Municipal Ownership of 
Docks. 

EAST SIDE TUNNEL. 

The best method of easy grade approach to the east 
side of College Hill from the west side of Providence 
River, has been agitated for several years past. Pro- 
posals for a highway of easy grade, and for a viaduct 
have been considered and rejected in favor of a tunnel 
for street car traffic exclusively ; and the City Council 
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advised by its Committee and also by public opiaioii, 
adopted the following resolutiofn on the 19th day of 
September, 1907: 

" Whereas, The public good requires better facili- 
ties for transportation to and from the East Side, and 

Whekeas, The Rhode Island Company has signi- 
fied its willingness to construct, at its own expense, a 
tunnel to the East Side, provided the City will lay out 
the necessary highway approaches thereto, and 

Whereas, Public opinion, as expressed for several 
years, is in favor of the construction of a tunnel to the 
East Side for street railway cars, now, therefore, be it 

Reholved, That the Joint Special Committee on New 
East Side Thoroughfare and the City Solicitor be, and 
they are hereby authorized and directed to cooperate 
with said Rhode Island Company in applj'ing to the Gen- 
eral Assembly for the passage of such legislation as shall 
authorize said Rhode Island Company to construct at 
its own expense a double track tunnel for street care 
through some portion of College Hill so called, begin- 
ning southerly of the northerly line of Waterman street 
and extending from the easterly line of North Main 
Street to the westerly line of Thayer Street, sub- 
stantially as delineated on a plan marked, " Plan for a 
Proposed East Side Tunnel for Two Lines of Electric 
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■ Railway, Proposed by Charles R. M'ikepeace, Provi- 
dence, R. I., City Engineer's Office, Street Line Dept., 
Aug, 6, 1907, 035174;" and also to apply for such 
legislative authority as sliall be necessary to authorize 
the City of Providence to hire not exceeding $200,00b 
in addition to the amount authorized to be borrowed 
for an East Side Highway by Chapter 800 of the Pubhc 
Laws, passed June 13, 1900, entitled "An Act authoriz- 
ing the City of Providence to borrow not exceeding 
$200,000 for the hiy out and building of a new street 
from Market Square or South Water Street to Prospect 
Street," for the purpose of using so much of both said 
amounts as shall be necessary for laying out and build- 
ing suitable highways for vehicular traffic to and from 
the East Side between Canal Street and North Main 
Street, and also for laying out and building highway 
approaches for conveniently connecting the present 
street railway system with tracks to be laid in said 
tunnel, and also for the purpose of defraying the cost 
of any other work or expenses deemed necessary or 
incidental thereto by the City Council, provided that 
such legislation shall contain a provision that the City 
of Providence may at any time after two years from 
the date o£ the completion of said tunnel purchase said 
tunnel at its actual construction cost,: and also a pro- 
vision in case of such purchase to lease said tunnel to 
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said Rhode Island Company for a rental at least equal 
to the interest upon said construction cost : and pro- 
vided also that said Act or Acts to be presented to the 
General Assembly for authority to build said tunnel 
and the public highways and highway approaches to 
said tunnel shall first be submitted to and approved by 
the City Council." 

This resolution provided that: 

(a) The tunnel be built by the Rhode Island Com- 
pany at its expense, 

(b) The City may obtain ownership of it by pur- 
chase from said Railroad Company, at the cost of con- 
struction. 

(c) A legislative act is required to authorize the 
Railroad Company to construct the tunnel. 

(d) The terms of said act will embody the contract 
between the city and said company, relative to said 
tunnel . 

(e) The forni of said act must be approved by the 
City Council before presentation to the General 
Assembly. 

Regarding said provisions I respectfully submit that 
the terms of said legislative act should be framed and 
fully considered by the Council and public as soon as 
ale, because of the time required for construction 
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and the great importance of the terms and conditions 
upon which the City may purchase. I apprehend that 
the Railroad Company will insist upon such terms of 
lease, io the event of said purchase, that the right of 
purchase will be of little or no value to the city. 
Again, a certain plan of tunnel was adopted with said 
resolution, the public were not consulted relative to 
said plan, nor expert engineering opinion obtained 
concerning it, other than that which Mr. Charles R. 
Makepeace, Chairman of the Committee, gave. 

It may be possible to improve the plan. The people 
should have the benefit of the best opinion obtainable, 
and it should be considered in connection with the 
contract. I apprehend also that as the General As- 
sembly is now in session the Council may be urged to 
hasten its deliberations on the subject, to insure pas- 
sage of said act at the present session. Those who urge 
undue haste should explain delay in reporting the act 
to the Council. 

I recommend that public hearings be granted after 
said act is presented before its final adoption by the 
Council. It is very probable that another tunnel or 
subway will be constructed through said hill, near 
College Street, for vehicles and pedestrians, utilizing 
Market Square and the site on which the city building 
now stands, as a westerly approach. This suggestion 
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ig made by reason of the objections made to construct- 
ing the tunnel first mentioned for vehicles, pedestrians 
and street cars. 

RAILROAD OWNERSHIP OP PEKPETUAL RIGHTS 
IN EXCHANGE PLACE. 

Public Comfort Stations. 

It is now proposed to grant to the street railway 
company privilege to construct a Public Comfort Station 
and lay additional tracks in Exchange Place. It is 
claimed by said company that all the rights and priv- 
ileges it now has or may acquire from cities and towns 
for street railway purposes are perpetual ; in view of 
which claim I recommend that all franchise privileges 
on public highways hereafter granted to said company, 
be given, subject to conditions for removal, on order 
of the City Council, when public necessity requires, 
subject to the right of appeal to the Supreme Court 
on behalf of the Railroad Company, as to the necessity. 

The railroad company objects to expending money 
in laying tracks, etc., " for a temporary right." No 
such grant ie a temporary privilege, because it may be 
exercised under the protection of the Supreme Court 
so long as the public good demands its use where 
located. The people own the right now by inheritance 
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of the earth and must transmit it to future genera- 
tions. Shall they surrender it to a private corporation ? 
The railways and other public service corporations 
have heretofore received from the City Council every- 
thing as"ked for, and have been thus encouraged to 
demand unqualified privileges without due regard for 
public interests. In tlie event of the railway company 
refusing to accept conditional grants in Exchange 
Place and elsewhere in the business centre, I recom- 
mend that the City construct the Comfort Stations 
and lay the rails at its expense and charge the com- 
pany for their use. Public necessity and the principle 
of self preservation warrant the City in doing this. 
Increasing trade and popuhition will in the near future 
require street car traffic to go througli subways in the 
centre of the City. The people ought to retain the 
right to compel the railways to make changes when 
demanded by changed conditions. The need of Public 
Comfort Stations in the City has been brought to the 
attention of the Council many times but nothing has 
been accomplished. 

I recommend the appointment of a Committee 
instructed to confer with the Commis.sioner of Public 
Works and the City Engineer, and report progress on 
the subject within sixty days. 
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ADVISORY BOARD. 



Members of the City Council are elected by prop- 
erty taxpayers only, there being ten Democratic and 
forty Republican nominees elected tliis year. The 
Republican Party have always had the same propor- 
tion. As registry and property-qualification electors 
vote for Mayor, Democratic nominees have filled that 
office annually eleven times during the past fifteen 
years, but the donynant party has not always been in 
accord with Democratic Mayors on public measures, 
and therefore the opinions of public spirited private 
citizens are of advantage to the Municipality. 
■ I appointed an Advisory Board in 1907 as counsel 
to the Chief Executive, to advise with him and the 
public on matters of Municipal importance. I ac- 
knowledge the valuable services rendered by the board 
during the past year — and have the distinguished 
privilege of reappointing for a second term : 

Hon. Charles Matteson, Ex-Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court; 

Hon. Charles Dean Kimball, Ex-Governor of Rhode 
Island ; 

Hon. Charles E. Gorman, TX. D. ; 

Alfred Stone, Architect; 

Samuel M. Gray, Civil Engineer ; 
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Edward F. Carroli, M. D. ; and 

Henry D. Sharpe of Brown & Sharpe Mfg. Company, 

Said Board serves without pecuniary compensation. 

The Mayor avails himself of their counsel and assumes 

entire responsibility for his action as the servant of 

the people. 

BOARD OF CANVASSERS AND REGISTRATION. 

I wish to call your attention to the subject of the 
Board of Canvassers and Registration, whose power is 
absolute, whose decision is final, and upon whose judg- 
ment as to" the validity or invalidity of a single ballot 
in a close contest, may depend the result of an elec- 
tion. In the last Mimieipal Election there was a tie 
vote for one member of the Common Council, and the 
City was put to the expense of about $600 for a new 
election in the Third Ward, by reason of the Board de- 
clining to comply with the petition of a candidate for a 
recount, ■ which would have occupied but a few hours' 
time. Such arbitrary exercise of discretion is too ex- 
pensive. An appeal to the Supreriie Court upon the 
question of the validity of a single ballot might have 
saved this expense. I believe, therefore, that the act 
creating this body should be so amended that the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court may be obtained, when- 
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ever there may be dissatisfaction with the decisions of 
the Board of Canvaesers, as to the validity of any of 
the ballots cast, and recommend that a resolution be 
passed authorizing the City Solicitor to ask of the 
General Assembly an amendment to this effect. 

SPEED OF STREET CARS. 

Watering Streets. 
Constant complaints are made that unlawful speed of 
cars on North Main, Cranston, and other streets has 
kept dust in motion to such extent as to compel shop- 
keepers and residents to keep windows "and doors 
closed. I investigated and found that these complaints 
were true ; also that the street cars were driven at the 
rate of from seventeen to twenty-five miles an hour on 
North Main Street between Olney Street and the 
North Burial Ground. I recommend that the railway 
company be required to water all highways, at its 
expense, where cars cause dust annoyance. 

RECOMMENDATIONS (mANY OF WHICH ARE INCLUDED 
IN INAUGURAL MESSAGE OF 1907). 

I recommend the enactment of such laws, ordinances, 
and rules as may be required to provide for the fol- 
lowing matters : 
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1. The establishment of a Public Market. 

2. Adequate Public Comfort Stations. 

3. To encourage the cultivation and care of shade 
trees and to furnish public highways with same. 

4. Providing shelters at -waiting places for street 
car patrons. This should be done by the Street Rail- 
way Compauies. 

5. To request said Companies to grant reduced 
fare with transfer privileges to day and evening school 
children, and pupils at the evening high school. 

6. To require said Companies to adopt a proper 
safety fender for cars, and to provide more oars during 
rush hours and especially in stormy weather ; also to 
enforce the rules regarding ventilation. , 

7. To grant franchise privileges to said Companies, 
subject to a condition that the tracks wherever located, 
especially in the business centres, shall be removed by 
order of the City Council whenever public necessity 
demands. This provision is necessary in order to pre- 
vent said Companies from acquiring perpetual fran- 
chise rights in places where other streets of equal 
value or convenience cannot be substituted, because 
under the existing franchise laws, all rights now 

HELD OR HEREAFTER ACQUIRED BY SAID COMPANIES 
MAT BECOME PERPETUAL, UNLESS GIVEN CONDITION- 
ALLY. The New York, New Haven and Hartford 
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Railroad Company now owns, and controls the street 
railway systems of Rhode Island, under a lease for a 
term of nine hundred and ninety-nine years. The 
present generation should not bind the people of Prov- 
idence for a period of centuries to private corporations 
created to serve the people. 

8. To provide that all conduits and structures built 
in or upon streets, highways, or public squares, shall 
be owned and controlled by the City. Public ser- 
vice corporations increase in number, but our high- 
way area is limited. Save it for the people and get 
for them a just equivalent for its use, treating such 
corporations equitably in a spirit of mutual co-operar 
tion, granting them every privilege requisite for 
rendering adequate or reasonable public service, fur- 
nishing first class facilities, and providing for the 
accommodation, comfort and safety of the public 
always, and affording said Corporations such protec- 
tion as will ensure permanent financial success, with 
due regard for equitable charges and returns in service 
or dividends to the City. 

9. Adequate provision for retiring school teachers' 
fund. 

10. Equalization of police pensions and compensa- 
tion for extra detail service. 

11. To license motormen and automobile drivers, 
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in order to ensure a higher degree of eai-e in driving 
electric and other motor power engines on public 
highways. 

12. Reduction of charges for water and for meters, 
etc,, furnished by the City. 

liJ. Revision of our tax laws relieving mortgagees 
from assessment; under our present laws the owner of 
mortgaged property is taxed double. 

14. Election of tax assessors by the people instead 
of by the City Council. 

15. Prohibit the assessment and payment of per- 
sonal property taxes of electors made for political pur- 
poses, and thns do away with a custom long established 
and approved by the dominant party to ensure its 
control of the Council. 

16. Prohibiting contracts between the City and 
members of the City Government. The City Council 
has heretofore permitted its members to trade with 
the City. This-practice ie not conducive to impartial, 
non-partisan or. economical administration of the 
public purse. No man can serve two masters well. 
A member of the Council voting money into his own 
pocket is serving himself. He was elected to serve 
the people. It is a fact, that even now, a few promi- 
nent members of the Council, exercising considerable 
political influence, advocate and defend the practice 
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of giving Municipal work and contracts to members 
of tiie City Council. Such business methods are 
opposed to good government, foster graft and cor- 
ruption of the' electorate by offering' inducements 
to mercenary men to seek election, 

17. During the past yesx, contrary to previous 
custom, the Committee on City Property advertised 
for bids on contracts for work on schoolhousep, all pro- 
posals to beopened in presence of the Committee and 
bidders, the result being that the school repair work 
for the year 1907 was done at about forty per cent, less 
than prices for similar work previously done for the 
City. The Committee on Health adopted the same 
method and may effect a saving of about Twenty 
Thousand ($iiO,000) Dollars on the swill and garbage 
contract for five years. Chapter -tl, Section 7, of the 
City Ordinances, should be amended to authorize 
the department of Public Works to adopt said- 
system. 

18. To give preference to Providence merchants, 
manufacturers and contractors in awarding City work. 

19. An efficient and strict enforcement of the milk 
and other pure food laws. 

20. To advertise in all the daily papers published 
in Providence : (a) "Proposals for bids, and notices 
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issued by any department or commission ; (b) Sales for 
non-payment of taxes, etc. 

21. To allow use of wardrooms by citizens, for 
ward, city and state purposes, at cost. 

22. Adequate medical inspection of all public and 
private schools. 

23. Allowing at least thirty days in which to make 
statements to the tax assessors. 

24. To require the City Treasurer to mail a tax 
bill to parties assessed, a reasonable time before date 
of payment, such notice not to affect the remedy for 
collection. Such a rule would be of great benefit to 
non-residents, and largely reduce the list of sales 
for non-payment of taxes. 

25. To provide for annua! publication of the City 
tax book. 

26. To secure adequate freight facilities, efficient 
service and accommodation. The Board of Trade and 
business men of the City are requested to consider 
this subject and communicate with the City Council or 
Mayor from time to time. 

27. An ordinance requiring all legislative acts 
affecting -the City, to be approved by the Council 
before presentation in the General Assembly. 

28. Resolution favoring the exercise of veto power 
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by the Governor and equal legislative representatioa 
for the Citj of Providence. 

29. To provide that transactions involving the 
purchase of land for the City be made by a com- 
missioii, including the Mayor, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Finance, and Commissioner of Public Works 
as members. 

30. All our public service corporations viz. : Street 
Railways, Electric Lighting, Gas and Telephone com- 
panies, enjoy monopolies in their respective lines, 
under exclusive franchise grants, and make quarterly 
returns to the City according to the terms of certain 
existing contracts. Such contracts should he jirinted 

for the information of Coitncilmen. 

31. To instruct the Superintendent of Public 
Buildings to prepare plans for schoolhouse repairs and 
improvements in season to complete the same during 
summer vacation. 

32. To favor the adoption of the eight-hour day 
with reasonable compensation for mechanics and 
laborers employed by the city. 

3'd. To consider the advisability of appointing a 
public utility- commission in order to ensure reasonable 
service and charges from all pubhe service corporations. 

34. The creation of a bureau for purchase of City 
supplies. 
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35. To provide for weighing and inspection of coal 
furnished the City, This matter has been agitated 
since 1894, to no purpose as yet 

36. The creation of a Municipal department for 
the enforcement of ordinances relative to doge. 

37. The adoption of a rule requiring a calendar of 
all matters pending before committees to be printed 
for the Council every quarter. 

38. An ordinance regulating garages and the storage 
of gasolene, etc. 

39. The estabUshment of the office of Fire Marshal 
with an adequate salary. 

40. To adopt an ordinance relative to billboards 
and advertising signs. 

41. Revision of the City Charter. 

42. Sanitary regulations for liquor saloons, restau- 
rants, lodging houses, halls, etc. 

43. To provide for the inspection of the quality of 
intoxicating liquors offered for sale. 

44. To vest the power of appointment of commis- 
sioners to lay out streets in the Mayor, Commissioner 
of Public Works and City Solicitor. 

45. To sell unimproved land that is no longer 
required for municipal uses. A large number of 
house lots have been acquired for the sand and gravel, 
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(now removed). Such property can be sold for cash, 
improved, and taxed. 

46- To require all municipal officers receiving fees 
as compensation, to report their fee receipts monthly. 
The city should be informed as to what its officials re- 
ceive for public service. 

47. To devise ways and means to encourage the 
location of new industries in Providence, and to- offer 
inducements therefor, 

48. In conclusion I recommend that each member 
of the City Government look over his official register 
for the past year, make out a statement of his work 
done, including measures proposed or advocated for 
the benefit of the City, and furnish copies to his con- 
stituents. Such a course would increase the effi- 
ciency of the Council, and keep the public informed as 
to the doings of the City Government 

I wish to express my sincere thanks to the people of 
Providence for the confidence reposed in me, and the 
great honor conferred by electing me a second time to 
the office of Chief Executive. I seek the advice of the 
people and invite their criticism, and I pray tiiat we 
may all be blessed with light to see and strength to 
perform our duties faithfully and impartially, that all 
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our deliberations may be productive of good to the 
City, and that each member may leave a record of 
good work done, worthy of emulation by future citi- 
zens of Greater Providence.

ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF PROVIDENCE, 
CHAFfER 6 AS AMENDED BY CHAPTER 112. 

JOINT COMMITTEES OF THE CITY COUNCIL. 

Section 1. There shall be annually appointed immedi- 
ately after the orgiinization of the city government, the fol- 
lowing joint standing committees of the city council, who 
shall hold their ofSces until the expiration of the current 
municipal year, viz. : a committee on finance ; a committee 
on highways ; a committee on education ; a committee on 
the fire department ; a committee on city property ; a com- 
mittee on police; a committee on ordinances; a committee 
on claims ; a committee on printing ; a committee on parks ; 
a committee on railroads ; a committee on sewers ; a com- 
mittee on the north burial ground ; a committee on the 
harbor ; a committee on lights ; a committee on water ; each 
of which committees shall consist of four members of the 
common council to be appointed by the president of the 
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commoD council, and one aldermen to be appointed by the 
mayor; and a committee on the city engineer's department, 
to consist of the roayor, the president of the board of alder- 
men, the president of the common council, the chairman of 
the joint standing committees on higliways and sewers, and 
one member of the common council to be appointed by the 
president thereof. 

Sec. 2. The mayor, the chairman of the police committee 
of the board of aldermen, the president of the common 
council, and the chairman of the joint standing committee on 
the fire department, are hereby created a joint standing 
committee of the city council for the relief of disabled fire- 
men and policemen, in accordance with and subject to the 
following provisions: When any member of the fire or 
police department of the City of Providence, while in the 
actual performance of his duty as a member thereof, has 
become or shall hereafter become permanently disabled, he 
shall -be entitled to and paid such sum or sums as said com- 
mittee may in their discretion, and after hearing, upon any 
application for relief for the cause aforesaid, determine to 
be just and proper ; and said committee are hereby further 
authorized to draw their order upon the city treasurer for 
such amount, which order shall be charged to the special 
appropriation hereinafter named. In no case shall such 
allowance exceed the sum of four hundred dollars per annuni 
to any one person. Should any member of the fire or police 
departments be killed, or die from the effect of injuries 
received while in the actual performance of his duty, or from 
any disease contracted while in the performance of his duty, 
leaving a widow and children, or cither a widow or children, 
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dependent in whole or in part upon the services of such 
deceased firemen or policemen for support, such widow or, 
children, or both, may, in the discrelion of said committee, 
and upon due application therefor, be allowed a sum not 
exceeding three hundred dollars per annum, to be paidto such 
widow and children, or either of them, in such manner and 
in. such sum or sums as said committee may from time to 
time adjudge to be proper. In no event shall the widow of 
any deceased fireman or policeman be entitled to an allowance 
under the provisions of this section after remarriage. I'he 
amount hereafter allowed for relief under this section shall 
not exceed in any one year the sum of fifteen hundred dollars 
for firemen, and fifteen hundred dollars for policemen, which 
shall be taken from the appropriation for the relief of firemen 
or of policemen. 

Sec. 3. Joint committees, whether standing or special, 
shall have power to elect their own chairman ; and in default 
of such election, the members first named on a committee 
shall be chairman thereof, and in case of his resignation or 
inability, the other members, in the oi-der in which they aie 
named, shall act us chairman. 

. Sec. 4. Joint stijnding committees shall cause a recoi-d 
of their, proceedings to be kept in a book to be provided by 
the city for that purpose, and.nq report shall be received 
unless agreed to in committee actually assembled. 

Sec. 5. Every joint committee to tvhom any subject aliall 
.have been referred shall report thereon within four weeks to 
the brfuich making such reference, or shall ask for further 
time ; and all joint special committees shall report to tlie city 
council, at least once in three months, the condition of the 
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matter referred to' them, and shall also, annually, in the 
month of January, make to the city council a full report of 
the matter referred to them, and shall thereupon be ipsofaeto 
dischai^ed from the further consideration of the matter 
referred to them, unless they shall by joint resolution be 
continued as such special committee. 

Sec. 6. All reports and other papers submitted to the 
city council shall be written in a fair band and on separate 
sheets on paper, and shall be suitably indoreed by the member 
presenting the same; and no other indorsement or report of 
any kind sliall be made on the reports, memorial or other 
papers which may be referred to any joint committee, except 
such as may be made by the clerk of either branch of the 
city council. All reports shall he signed by the writer 
thereof, unless otherwise ordered by the committee. 

Sec. 7. No chairman of any joint committee shall audit 
or approve any bill or account against the city for services 
or supplies, unless the same shall have been ordered by the 
committee, nor shall he approve any bill or account except 
by vote of the committee. 

Sec. 8. There shall be elected annually, in the month of 
January, by ballot in each branch of the city council, a joint 
committee on accounts, to consist of two on the part of the 
hoard of aldermen and five on the part of the common council, 
whose duty it shall be to meet once a month and as much 
oftener as they may deem expedient. 

Sec. 9. Whenever any vote sliali be taken in either 
branch of the city council upon any ordinance, resolution, or 
order involving the expenditure of money, the ayes and noes 
shall be called. 
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RULES OF ORDER 



BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 

[Adopted Janiukiy «, IMW.J 



The Mayor, and in his Absence the President of the Board 
shall preside, and in the absence of both the Mayor and the 
President, the President pro tempore shall preside. 



The chair shall preserve decorum and order, may speak on 
points of order in preference to other members, and shall 
decide all points of order subject to an appeal to the board 
by motion regularly seconded, and no other business shall be 
in order till the question on appeal shall have been decided 
by a majority vote of the membei's present. 



Any member desiring to speak, shall address the chair, 
and after his right to speak baa been recognized, he shall not 
be interrupted while speaking, except by a call to order or 
for the correction of a mistake ; he, shall confine his remarks 
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to the question under debate, and shall avoid pei-sonalitiee ; 
tliere ehall be no conversation among members while such 
member is speaking, while a paper is being read, or while a 

question is being stated from the chair. 



The chair shall enforce oi-der and decorum among pei-sons 
outside the bar, and any person addressing the board by per- 
mission or by request, shall, while speaking, be subject to^ 
the same rules. and entitled to the same privileges of order as 
pertain to a member of the board ; provided, however, that 
a member of the board may interrupt such speaker for the 
purpose of asking a question or of obtaining information. 



When a question is under debate, the chair shall i 
no motion except " to adjourn,'* " to lay on the table," " to 
postpone to a day specified or indefinitely," " to commit," 
" to amend," which, several motions shall have precedence in 
the order here named. 



When it vote has been passed, it shall be in order for any 
member to move a reconsideration thereof at the same meet- 
ing or to give notice in writing of his intention to move a 
reconsideration at the next meeting; in which case the. clerk 
sliall retain possession of. the papers until the n^jt meetiug 
but no longer; and when a motion to reconsider has been 
decided, that vote shall not be reconsidered.. 
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SEVENTH. 

Every member who shall be present when a question 18 
put shall vote thereon, unless excused for reasons to be stated 
at the time, and by two-thirds of the members present voting 
in the affirmative, without debate. 



Every ordinance, I'esolution or order, after being read, 
shall be laid on the table until the next meeting, at the 
request of three members, but shall not lie on the table for a 
longer time, except by special vote or general consent. 



The order of business at each meeting shall be as follows : 

1. Referred business, including citations, grading and 
receiving streets, and other matters connected with the 
h^fbwaye. 

2. New business, consisting of executive communications, 
petitions, memorials, remonstrances, reports, motions, orders, 
resolutions, elections, granting licenses. 

3. Papers from the Common Council. 

Provided, however, that at all meetings specially called by 
the Mayor, the special business for which such meetings is 
called shall be first in order, and shall be taken up and exclu- 
sively considered until it is finally acted upon at such meet- 
ing, and no other business shall be acted upon or considered 
at such meeting except by the unanimous consent of the 
board. 
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No person shall be allowed inside the bar, during the ses- 
sions of the board, excepting members and officers of the 
board and the reporters of newspapers employed to do the 
city printing; unless by special invitation from the chair, or 
from a member of the board through and with the approval 
of the chair. 

ELEVENTH. 

All committees and heads of departments having reports 
to make, or business to present to the Board of Aldermen 
shall give notice to the clerk of their intention to present such 
reports or business at least three days before the meeting of 
the Board of Aldermen in order that the same may be printed 
upon the docket; and no such repoi-t or business shall be 
considered unless notice of the same shall have been given as 
herein provided. 

TWELFTH. 

The Mayor shall appoint all committees of the board, and 
shall also appoint Aldermen to all joint committees of the 
City Council ; and the clerk of said board shall be ex-offieio 
clerk of aH standing and special committees of the Board of 
Aldermen, 

THIRTEENTH. 

There shall be annually appointed, immediately after the 
organization of the Boaid of Aldermen the following stand- 
ing committees, who shall hold their offices until the expira- 
tion of the current municipal year, viz. : A committee on 
armories, and a committee on auctioneers, each of which 
shall consist of two Aldermen ; a committee on bridges, a 
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committee on health department, a committee on police, a com- 
mittee on street signs and numbers, a committee on streets, 
a committee on milk, and a committee on damages under 
the dog law, each of which shall consist of three Aldermen. 
There shall also be appointed a committee on the poor 
department, which shall consist of thx-ee Aldermen, wlio 
shall have the general supervision of the poor department, 
and all bills contracted or expenditures incurred by the 
Overaeer of the Poor shall be approved by said committee. 
There shall also be appointed a committee on hackney oai^ 
riages, which shall consist of three Aldermen, who shall 
have the supervision of the granting of licenses for hackney 
carriages and other vehicles. 

FOURTEENTH. 

Each Alderman upon the receipt from the Inspector of 
Buildings of an application to build, alter, enlarge or use ii 
building for a stable, shall examine the premises, and consnlt 
the owners, or one of them, if known to such Alderman, of 
each of the estates adjoining such proposed location, and 
report said application to the Board of Aldermen, and the 
same shall lay on the table for two weeks and shall bear the 
recommendation of the Alderman before being acted upon 
by the Board. 

FIFTEENTH, 

The aforegoing rules shaU not be altered, amended, sus- 
pended, or repealed at any time, except by the vote of the 
majority of the whole number of members elected to the 
Board of Aldermen. 
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RULES OK ORDER 



COMMON COUNCIL. 

[Ailiipttd January 0, 1(08.] 



The President shall take the chair at ttie hour appointed 
for the meeting of the Council, and ahall call the niembei's 
to Older on tlie appearance of a quorum, and shall cause the 
journal of the preceding meeting to be read, unless other- 
wise ordered; from time to time the regular meeting of the 
Common Council shall be held at eight o'clock P. M. on the 
first Monday in each calendiir month, excepting however the , 
months of July and August, when the summer recess is 
held, and also excepting the month of September, when the 
regular meeting shall be held on the second Monday in 
September: 

SECOND. 

He shall preserve decorum and order; may speak on gen- 
eral questions as other members, and, on point of order, in 
preference to other members. He shall decide all questions 
of order, subject to an appeal to the Council by any one 
member. 

THIRD. 

Every question shall be distinctly put by the President, 
When a vote is taken by ayes and noes, and tlie President 
doubts, or a division be called for, the Council shall divide. 
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Every memher present, when a question ia put, shall give 
his vote, unless the Council, for special reasons excuse him. 



Eveiy motion shall be reduced to writing if the President 
directs, or any member of the Council requests it and may 
be withdrawn before a decision or amendment. 



When a question is under debate, no motion shall be_ 
received, unless " to adjourn," " to lay on the table," " to 
postpone indefinitelj*;" " to postpone to a day certain," " to 
commit," " to amend," which several motions shall have 
precedence in the order in which they are here arranged. 

SBVENTB. 

No motion or proposition of a subject different from that 
under consideration shall be admitted under color of amend- 
ment. 

EIGHTH. 

When a vote has been passed, it sball be in order for any 
member to move a reconsideration thereof at the same meet- 
ing, or to give notice in writing of his intention to move a 
reconsideration at the next adjourned meeting; in the latter 
case the Clerk shall retain possession of the papers until the 
next adjourned meeting ; and when such notice of an inten- 
tion to reconsider has been given, no subsequent motion to 
reconsider the vote passed shall be in order at the same ■ 
meeting unless upon a withdrawal of the notice; and when 
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a motion to I'econBider lias been decided that vote shall not 
be reconsidered; and the same resolution sliall come but 
once before tlie Council for reconsideration. 



, The following order of buainess shall be obserred in all 
cases: 

After the Clerk shall have read the record of the preceding 
meeting, which record is hereby made the duty of the Clerk 
to keep, communications from the Mayor shall then be 
-received, read, and disposed of. 

The unfinished business in which the Common Council 
was actually engaged at the time of its last adjournment 
shall then be taken up and disposed of. No other unfinished 
business shall be in order. 

The President shall next call upon the standing committees 
for their reports in the following order, viz. : 

Ordinances, Education, 

Finance, Printing, 

Claims, North Burial Ground, 

Highways, Harbor, ■ 

Sewers, Accounts, 

Fire Department, Parks, 

Police, Lamps, and 

Railroad, Water ; 

City Property, 
and their reports shall be received and disposed of : and no 
other reports shall be made by the standing committees at 
that meeting. 
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The PreBident shall next call upon special committeeB for 
their reports; and their reports shall be received and dis- 
posed of; and no other reports shall be made hy any special 
comniittee at that meeting. 

Bnsiness which may have heen i-eeeived from the Board of 
Aldermen shall next be taken up and disposed of. 

The President shall then call for petitions and miscella- 
neous business, which shall be received and disposed of. 

No business shall be offered, received, or acted upon, ex- 
cept in the foregoing order, except that a motion to adjourn, 
and a motion to invite the Board of Aldermen to join the 
Common Council in convention sliall always be in order, and 
may be acted upon at any time during .the meeting. 

Questions respecting priority of business shall be decided 
without debate. 

Provided, however, that at all meetings specially called by 
the Mayor, the special business for which such meeting is 
called shall be first in order, and shall be taken up and ex- 
clusively considered until it is finally acted upon at such 
meeting, and no other business shall be acted upon at such 
meeting except by vote of two-thirds of the members present 



Any rule may be amended or repealed by a majority of 
two-thirds of the members voting after one day's notice. 
The same majority may by vote dispense with any rule for 
the meeting at which such vote is had. 

ELEVENTH. 

All committees shall consist of four members, and shall be 
appointed by tlie President, unless the Council shall order 
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otherwise. And no report not in writing shaJl be received 
by the president without the consent of the Council being 
first asked and had. 



No member shall speak more than once on the same ques- 
tion, until all other members desiring to speak thereon shall 
have done so; and no member shall speak more than twice 
on the same question if any member objects, without the 
permission of the Council being first ftsked and obtained. ■ 

THIRTEENTH. 

A special order of business may at any^time be voted by 
tlie Council for its next ensuing oieeting, which order bo 
voted shall in such ease have precedence, for that meeting, of 
the order hereinbefore established. 

FOURTEENTH. 

It shall be the duty of the Clerk of the Common Council 
in person or by deputy, to transmit from the Common 
Council to the Board of Aldermen, all such papers and 
communications As should be transmitted to said board. 

FIFTEENTH, 
It shall be the duty of the Clerk of the Common Council 
to transmit to the Mayor all papeis and communications 
' finally acted upon by the Common Council, and requiring 
the action of the Mayor. 

SIXTEENTH. 

Every ordinance presented shall, before beuig finally acted 
upon, have two readings, the first at the meeting in which 
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said ordinance ifl presented, and the second at the next regu- 
lar meeting, provided, however, that both meetings shall not 
occur npon the same date, and it shall be the duty of the 
Clerk of the Common Council to indorse upon said ordi- 
nances the date which said readings are held. 

SEVENTEENTH, 

All committees and heads of departments having reports 
to make, or business to present to the Common Council, 
ehall-give notice to the Clerk of their intention to present 
such reports or business at least three days before the meet- 
ing of the Common Council, in order that the same may be 
printed upon the docket; and no such report or business 
shall be considered unless notice of the same shall have been 
given as herein provided. 

EIGHTEENTH. 

No person, except a member of the Council, shall be per- 
mitted to occupy the seat of any member while the Council 
is in session. The seats of the members of the Council shall 
be numbered, and shall be determined in the presence of the 
Council in the following order: All members who have 
served five or more consecutive years shall have the first 
choice of seats to be selected in the order of seniority of 
service. Where two or njore members have served the same 
length of time they shall draw for the numbers of the seats 
desired. The seats of all the other members shall be deter- 
mined by drawing the names of such members and the num- 
bers of the remaining seats simultaneously; and each mem- 
ber shall be entitled for the year to the seat he has selected 
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in accoitlance with the provieioDs of this rule, or to the seat 
bearing the number so drawn against his name ; and he shall 
not change it, except by permission of the President. The 
City Messenger shall allow no person upon the floor of the 
couDcil chamber, or in the adjoining committee rooms, while 
the Council is in session, except members of the city govern- 
ment, heads of departments, and reporters, without the pei> 
mission of the President. The President shall order such 
accommodatious upon the floor for reporters and spectators 
as he shall deem proper, provided, however, that no spectators 
shall be seated near the desks of members of the Council.

RULES AND REOVLATIONS. 

(Subject to additioni and amendments.) 

All applicationa for tbe aee of water must be made at tbu office ot tha 
Commiasioner ot Public Works, in the form preecribed, atating fully ajid 
truly the various uses to which tbe water ia to be applied. 

The city will fuiniah service pipe connection from the main pipe to in- 
side tbe curb line ; and the Commiasioner of Public WofkB will in eacb 
case determine the size of tap. stop, and pipe of such connection. 

All work inside the tap (at the curbstone) must be done at the ex- 
pense of the tak« by a plumber licensed by the (Commissioner of Public 
Works. 

The Commissioner reserves the right to decline to conuect with plumb- 
ing which has not been done by a plumber licensed by him, or which haa 
not been examined and approved by such licensed plumbei'. 

No street, sidewalk, or other public place shall be opened for any pur- 
pose, refening to the water worka, without a special, permit from the 
proper officer, and such permit will be granted only to a licensed 
plumber, on his written application therefor. 

Tbe strength of tbe pipea used, their protection against freezing, the 
kind of fauceta and other fixtures, and the general arrangemeat of th« 
work in reference to its security and safety, are to be subject to tbe ap- 
proval of the proper officer. 
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Persons taking water muat keep their own water pipes, and alt fixtures 
connected therewith, iu good repair and protected from frost at tfceir own 
eipeuse. They must provide a stop and waste-coet, to be properly 
located inside the building, and have the pipes so arranged that the water 
can be drawn from them wherever and whenever there is danger of its 
freezing. Should there be no stopcock on the premises, a charge of two 
dollars will be made for closing and opening, when necessary, at the curb- 
No alterations in pipes or fiitures shall be made, and no additional fix- 
tures put in, without notice to the commissioner, and a permit having 
been obtained therefor. The only exception to the above will be in cases 
where pipes have burst and damage to the premises is likely to result 
from any delay in making necessary repairs. In cases of this kind, a 
return must be made by the plumber mabing the repairs, as soon after 
the work is done as practicable. 

Ko person shall be entitled to damages, nor to have any portion of a 
payment refunded for any stoppage o£ supply occasioned by accident to 
any portion of the works, nor for stoppage for purposes of additions or 
repairs, nor for non-use occasioned by absence; and the Commissioner 
of Public Works shall have the right to shut oCf water to make repairs 
or additions of new work. 

When water shall be suppHed to more than one party through a single 
tap, the bill for the whole supply furnished through such tap will be 
made either to tlie owner of the estate, or to some one tenant who shall 
agree to be responsible therefor. In ease of non-payment the water may 
be shut off, notwithstanding one or more parties may have. paid the pro- 
portion due from him or them. Owners shall be so far responsible tor 
t^iants that new tenants shall not be entitled to a supply until all 
arrearages on the premises are paid. 

No hydrant, hose bib or hose attachment shall be placed in any yard or 
area of any premises so situated as to be accessible to persons living in 
or occupying neighboring premises, unless the owner of the premises first 
named becomes responsible for and pays tne water rent for all persons 
using water therefrom. 

In all occupied premises, every private fountain, water-closet, set- 
basin, sink, or other fixture, whether nsed or not, will be deemed and held 
as used, and will be charged for so long as such fountain, water-closet, 
set-basin, sink or other fixture shall remain connected with the water- 
pipes. 

No water-taker will be allowed to supply water to parties not entitled 
to its use, except through a meter or by special permit from the Com- 
missioner of Public Works : and if found doing so without permit the 
supply will be stopped, and the water rent already paid forfeited. 

Persons who have provided themselves with fiitures for protection 
against fire (no water charge is made" for such) will not be allowed to use 
water through such fixtures for other , purposes except upon a written 
permit from the Commissioner of Public Works. Any person violating 
this provision will be liable to have the supply cut off. 

There shall be no concealment of the purpose for which water is used. 
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There ebell b 
tbis rule stall be liable t 
therefor forfeited. 

The OommiBBiouer of Public Works, hia agents and aBaiatanta, may 
enter any premiaes supplied with Pawtuiet water, at all reasonable 
hours of the day, to wit, between eight o'clock a. m. and sii o'clock p. m,, 
to examine tbe pipes and fixtures, the quantity of water used, and tbe 
manner of its use.

The Commissioner reserves the right to put in a meter at the cost of 
the city, in any case, and charge for measured water, instead of being 
goveined by the foregoing schedule. 

If a meter gets out of order and fails to register, the consumer will be 
charged at the average daily consumption, as shown by the meter when 
in order. Hepairs of meters will be made by the Commiaaioner at the 
expense of the owners, Whenever tbe Commissioner deems repairs necee-

All water .passing through a meter will be charged for, whether used 
or wasted. 

All meters will be set by an employee of tbe Commissioner, and shall 
not be moved or disturbed without permission from the proper officer. 

EULES QOVEBNinO STBEBX SFBINELEBS AND STREET SPKinSUNQ. 

No pei-son or persons shall be permitted to take water from the fire 
hydrants or street sprinklers, to sprinkle any of the streets or portions of 
the streets of tbis city, or for any other purpose, without having ob- 
tained a permit from the Commissioner of Public Works, which permit 
abeJl be good only for tbe time named therein. 

The sprinkling of streets shall be done in such a manner as not to be- 
come injurious to tbe health of the public, or to cause ttie streets to be- 
come muddy in consequence of said sprinkling. 

Streets must not be sprinkled ou <lamp days, nor in the shade of trees 
or buildings, when tbe pavement ts moist. 

Drivers must shut off the water at crosswalks, and when passing car- 
riages, pedestrians, etc., so as not to wet or spatter them. This rule will 
apply to meeting people crossing streets on tbe crosswalks, wid carriages 
standing in front of buildings. 

The further employment of drivers who sprinkle until tbe streets are 
actually muddy will not be permitted. 

The orifices of the tube or sprinkler through which the water passes 
from tbe sprinkling cart or wagon to the street must not exceed one-^x- 
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teenth of an inch in diameter, or Riit; orifices to the running foot of 
Bpriukler. Carta with patent sprinkling stCachments shall have them so 
adiuated that too much water may not run through them. 

All sprinkling carts shafl be subject to inspection by an inspector 
authorized by the Commissioner. 

In taking water for street sprinkling purposes, no leakage or waste of 
water, either from street Bpriukler, hose, or sprinkling- cart will be toler- 
ated ; and all persons usin^ the sprinklers shall leave them properly cot' 

All instmctious received from any authorised inspector, relative to the 
Bprinkting of streets, shall be fully complied with. 

Violations of rales relating to sprinking streets, shall be deemed suffi' 
cient reason for refusing further permits. 

PAYMENT OF BILLS. 

Bills for annual rates will be payable annually, in advance, on the first 
day of January, at the office of the CSty Treasurer. (See Revised Ordi- 
nances, 1899, Chapter 41.) 

Fractional parts of a year will be calculated to the lirst day of JSn- 
nary neit ensuing, and will be payable as soon as the water is let on. 

Bills for measured and estimated water will be payable either monthly, 
quarterly, or annually, according to use. 

If bills remain anpaid for ten days after due, the water may be shut 
off withodt farther uotice. 

The supply of water is liable to be shut off for non-payment of bills or 
violation of rules ; and when so shut off, the sum of two dollars and the 
bill, if any, shall be paid before letting it on. This liability shall in- 
clude all bills for water, although previous bills for a less supply of water 
through the same stop may have been paid ; also bills for repairs of 

No person shall open or Interfere with the fire hydrants, hydrants for 
street sprinklers, valves, or other water works fiitures of the city, with- 
out proper authority. 



Any plumber wishing to do business in connection with the Providence 
water works is required to procure a license from the Commissioner of 
Public Works, and at the same tlnje to eiecnte a bond wi'h one or more 
securities to be approved by said Commissioner, in the sum of three 
thousand dollars, conditioned that he shall indemnify and save harmless 
the City of Providence and said Commissioner from all suits and actions 
of every name or description, brought against the City of Providence or 
an" oflBcer of said city, for or on account of any injuries or damages re- 
ceived or sustained by any nersou' by or from said license, plumber, his 
servants or agents in doing said work, or by or in consequence of any 
negligence in guarding the same, or any improper materials used therein, 
or by or on account of an; act or omission of Che said plumber, or his 
agents ; and said plumber shall faithfully perform the work in all 
respects, and shall also replace and restore the street pavement over 
every opening to as good state and condition as he found it, and keep 
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and maintain tbe same in g<iod order, to the satisfaction of the said Com- 
misaioner, for the apace of aii months thereafter ; and shall also comply 
in ail respects with the ruies and regulations established, relating to said 
water works ; and also that he will pay all fines imposed upon him for 
a violation of any rule or regulation of the Commissi oner. All licenses 
now in force shall eipire on the Slst day of December nest ensuing, anil 
all licenses issued hereafter shall be for tbe term ending December Slat, ' 
next following their issue. 

Id addition to the authority to introduce and distribute Pawtuiet 
water, the licensed plumber shall have all the authority of the licensed 
drain layer to lay private drains and appurtenances in connection with 
the public sewers, subiect to the rules and regulations governing the same. 

No licenses will be granted to other than practical plumbers, or to 
those who employ practical plumbers to do their work. 

Each licensed plumber shall state his actual place of business, together 
with tbe name under Which the business is done, and shall immediately 
notify the Commissioner of any change in either thereafter. 

All work in a street or other public place must be done in the best 
manner to protect the public against injury, and to secure good and satis- 
factory work. The Commissioner may repair work which is unsatis- 
factory, after one day's notice, and collect the coat from the plumber 
doing the work. 

The Comjnissioner and his authorized agents are to have at all times 
facilities for inspecting the plumbing or other work and 'fixtures while 
under the charge of the plumber. 

All plumbing must be completed in a building before attachment is 
made to the service pipe, unless by special permit. 

Where service pipes have been laid to or inside the curb line, or con- 
tinued to the cellar foundation of building, for building purposes, a permit 
will be necessary for any additions thereto. 

Plumbers shall make full written returns of the ordinary and special 
uses to which the water ia designed to be applied under permits 'granted, 
whether of new work or alterations or additions, with a full description 
of all apparatus and arrangements for using the water in every case, 
the return to be made within forty-eight hours after attachment with 
the several pipes, or completion of alterations or additions. In case of 
the suspension of any part of the contemplated work for any cause, It 
shall be the duty of the plumber to make a return of the work as far as 
completed. No plumber or other unauthorized person will be allowed 

No person, unless specially authorised by the Commissioner, will be per- 
mitted to make any connection with the main or distributing pipes. 

No licensed plumber will he permitted to take out a permit for work to 
be done by a person not in the employ of such plumber. 

Permission is required to be obtained by licensed plumbers for all work 

The Commissioner shall have the right to impose a fine, not exceeding 
in any one case the sum of ten dollars, for violation of rules and regu- 
lations by licensed plumbers. 
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Violations of the rules and regulations, or the conditioua under which 
i, license is taken, will sabject the plumber to forfeiture of his license, 
3r to a fine, or both, as well hs to the penalities of his bond. 



Section 1. No water pipes, in any building or premisea, aupiJiied with 
water bj the city, ahall be allowed to receive a supply of water from any 
other source. No connection of pipes having another supply controlled 
by valves or "shnt-offs" will be allowed. Such pipes must be entirely 
disconnected, as there must be no possibility to snpply other water to the 
dty mains. 

Sec. 2. The owner or aatborized agent of any building c 
which has any water pipes connected in the manner prohibited by s< 
1. shall, within sixty days after being notified by the Commiaaioner, dis- 
connect tbe same, and if such pipes remain connected to the city water 
pipes after the time limited by said notice, the city water will be shut off 
from the building until all pipes are disconnected as specified in aaid 
section 1. And if at any future time any pipe be reconnected in anj 
building or premises in violation of said section 1, alt the city water sup- 
plied to pipes BO connected wll be shut off from said building or premises 
until the owner or authorized agent has paid a penalty ot fifty dollars, 
and the pipes have been disconnected as specified in section 1.

TTbe following resolution is read and passed, vii. : 

Resolved, That the Commissioner of Public Works be, and he is here- 
by directed to decline to supply water to any connecting-.pipea made with 
the distribution pipes of the city, unless the same are supplied eiclu- 
sively by the dty water supply. 



Applications for private fire supplies must be accompanied by a full 
detailed plan, showing all connactions contemplated with other five sup- 
plies, tanks, and sewera, which shall be approved by the City Engineer 
before action will be taken thereon. 

No changes, additions, or connections will be allowed except upon plans 
filed and approved in the same manner as with the original application 
for said suppHes. 

All work in connection with private fire supplies shall be done by a 
licensed plumber and under proper inspection, and all gates, valves, fire- 
plugs, and hydrant, connected with such supply, shall be sealed by the in- 
spector when deemed necessary. 
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For the parpoee of covering the expeose of a proper laspectioii of the 
complicated gystema of private fire connections now demanded, the fol- 
lowiDg yearly ratea will be charged, wben Pawtuiet water 19 eiclueively 
Dsed for geoeral parpoaes, viz. : 

For one (1) supply.: ¥3 00 

For two (2) anppliea, connected, but without auiilisry tank... 10 00 
Either one (1) or two (2) sappJiea connected to tank. 15 00

Private fire supptiea and the fire apparatus connected with the aame, 
may be teated by the partiea owning the same, or by insuianoe inspectora, 
under the following conditions ; 

First — Notice to be given at the office of the Ctomjnisaioner -of Public 
Worka that such a teat is desired, when date and hour will be agreed upon 
for said test ' 

Second — All teats to be made in the' preaence of the inapector assigned 
by the commissioner, whose aole duty shall be to remove and replace the 
seals used on the fire apparatua and note the time required in making the 
teat. 

Third— The rates for teatlng are as follows : 

One hour or less, $3.00; 

For ail time in excess of one (1) hour, $1.00 tor each hour or fraction 
thereof. 

Fourifi™ Water shall not be used from any private fire supply, nor 
seals broken or removed, except in casee of fire, written notice of which 
is to be given at the office of the commissioner within twenty-four hours 
ifter its occurrence. 

Fifth — Not more than two private fire connections from the city water 
mains will be allowed to any buildiag or premises, except under excep- 
tional circumstances, to be determined bj the com mission ei«. The con- 
nections may be made from one or more streets if the building or prem- 
ieea fronts upon the same. No pipes, however, will be allowed to be laid 
across a street. 

Not more than two private fire connections from the citv water mains 
will be allowed to be connected together under any circumstances in any 
building or premises. * 

Wben two private fire connections are connected together, a suitable 
check-valve must be placed upon each. 

In conformity with the order of the Board of Health, no private fita 
system which ia in any manner connected to the city water mains, shall 
have any other supply of water. No valvea of any description will be 
allowed as "shut-offa" to any other supply, as there muat not be a possi- 
bility of any supply of water to auch pipea. 

When a tank is connected to a private fire ayaUm which is con- 
nected with tbe city water mains, it shall be snbject to the following con- 
ditions : The only water that will be allowed to be supplied to the tank 
wilt be the water furnished by tbe city. Said water aball be measured 
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by a meter. The supply pipe leading to tbe tank shall be entirely in- 
dependent of the fire ayatem proper. It can be directly connected to the 
city water mains, or to a regular service pipe wtich supplies city water 
to the premises where the tank Is located. 

The outlet eud of the supply pipe of a gravity tank shall be placed at 
least six inches above the maximum water line of the tank, and the 
supply pipe of a pressure tank shall be so arranged as to prevent the 
water in tbe tank from flowing back into the city water mains. Each 
tank shall have a suitable check-valve upon the pipe teaxttng from it to 
the distribution pipes of the fire system, for the purpose of preventing 
water from flowing into the tank from the citj water mains. 

A gravity tank shall be rooffed over and construed to prevent rain. 
snow, dust, or any other objectionable matter from getting into it. Each 
tank shall have a manhole and permanent ladders arranged for con- 
venient access to its interior, and sball have an outlet in its bottom, stf 
that it can be emptied entirely independent o£ the pipes of the fire system.- 
The interior of each tank shall be thoroughly scoured out at least once in 
tWiClve months. 

All "drips" of fire systems, which are intfindeo to empty into a sewer, 
shall first discharge into an open tank, the outlet pipe of whi<^ shall be 
deeply trapped and connected with Che sewer in tbe usnat manner. 

Sixth — For'each and every violation of tbe above, in whole or in part, 
the offending party, at tbe discretion of tbe commissioner, will be sub- 
ject to a fine of not less than $5.00 nor iuore than $50.00^ or be subject 
to having the supply shut off. 

Owners or agents of property protected by private fire supply stall 
cause copies of mles one to six to be kept posted conspicuously in their 
ofSce, engine room, and upon each floor of any building where Bre-plngs 
are located that can be used by sny employee; and do plea of ignorance 
will be entertained by the c

A personal property voter miast pay his tas as aforesaid seven daj/t 
before any election for members of the City Cooncil in order to qualify 
him to vote for such officers. (See General Laws, Cbapter 7, Section 9.) 

The PKRBONAi. FROPEiiTT TOTER is required to register but once during 
the time that he is continuously assessed for personal property. 

Real estate, the fee of which was in the wife prior to December 2, 
1872, qualifies the husband, provided he married her prior to that 
date, to vote, whether he have children by her or not If the property 
is acquired by the wife subsequent to that date the husband must have 
issoe by her capable of iaheritiag it. in order to qualify him to vote on 
her property. (B. I. Reports, Vol. 12, p. 5M.) 

A foreign bom registry voter must once each year file proof of bis 
citizenship with the board of canvassers and registration, either at the 
time of registration or at least five days before the final canvass meeting 
prior to any election in order to be entitled to vote at such election. 
(See Public Laws, Chapter 806, Section 2, passed Jannary 23, 1901.) 

A person not yet a citizen of the United States may register on or 
before the last day of Jnne in any year, provided he can by naturalization 
become qualified to vote during the ensuing year. So also in the case 
of a minor attaining his majority in the ensuing year, and in 'the case 
of a person who will have gained a residence during the ensuing year. 
(R. I. Reports, Vol. 16, page 661.) 

Real estate held in trust does not qualify either the trustee or the 
person fur whom it is held in trust. 

"Our opinion is that the Constitution meant to provide for the simple 
ownership of a vested legal estate held by one in his own right, and for 
nothing else." (R. I. Reports, Vol. 19, page 390. 

The name of a perscoi who conveys his real estate la to be removed 
from the voting list immediately upon such couveyaoce, unless he has 
registered in the preceding year. 

A person qualified to vote upon a certificate of owneiahip of real 
estate situated in another city or town can vote only for Governor, 
Lieutenant-Governor, Secretary of State, Attornej-QeneraJ, General 
Treasurer, Senator and Representatives in the General Assembly, 
Electors for President and Vice-President, and Representatives in Con- 
gress. He cannot vote for any city or town {^cers whatsoever, at any 
city or town election. (R. I. Reports, Vol. 19, page 614.)
